- Owing to their richness the mince 
fie should have a crust as flaky and 
palatable as the pastry maker's art can 
achieve. 
Make the pastry In as cool a place 


' as possible.. 
Use flour of good quality, 
also- - good sweet 
. butter, lard or drip- 
ping. 
. 
Procure 
water as cold as possible. 
Everything should be chilly except the 
oven, which must be heated to a high 
degree. 
Do not use too much 
flour on the 
board and rolling pin and avoid heavy 
and uneven rolling. 
Manipulating the Paste. 
Avoid rubbing or rolling the butter 
into the flour heavily and adding too 
much water. 
Add the water freely 
to the 
flour 
when beginning the mixing, but with 


; great caution at the end. 
If the pastry contains baking powder 
put it in the oven as soon as possible 
after mixing it 
After baking avoid putting the pas- 
try into a cold place. It should gradu- 
ally cool. 
Always use a clean, smoothly 
grain- 
ed pastry board and rolling pin. 
See that the fire Is made up in good 
time, so that the oven is very hot. 
Mince Pie. 
Old Fashioned Mince Pie. 
Take one 
pound of suet, one pound of raisins, one 
pound of tenderloin of beef or pork 
boiled until done, one pound of citron, 
one pound of apples that have 
been 
peeled and cored. 
Chop these together. 
Add one pound of currants, one pound 
of sugar, half an ounce of mace and, 
allspice each, a tablespoonful of cloves, 
a teaspoonful of cinnamon, one grated 
nutmeg and one quart of cider.

deep at least

try and put on a top crust 
Serve hot.

later to make Conway a major gen- 
eral the chief sternly opposed such a 
promotion

doing so. 
From that moment Conway 
was Washington's 
sworn 
foe. 
One 
active 
mischief-make- r 
can sometimes 
work more harm than a dozen wise 
men can undo. 
Conway at once join- 
ed Washington's opponents 
in 
con- 
gress and the army, 
and started 
a 
campaign 
for the chiefs 
overthrow. 
He and his associates formed what 
was known as the "Conway 
Cabal," 
and did all in their power to under- 
mine Washington's influence. 
In a se- 
ries of anonymous letters Conway rid- 
iculed the chief as a coward and as 
too feeble of mind as a leader. 
He 
suggested 
Gen. Horatio Gates as comma- 


nder-in-chief 
In Washington's place. 
Not only did Conway sad his friends 
win Gates 
over to this scheme, but 
they induced several prominent 
con- 
gressmen 
to lend their 
Influence to 
the movement. 
It was the Revolution's 
dark hour. 
New York and Philadelphia were in 
the hands of the British. 
Washing- 
ton, and his army were starving and 
freezing at Valley Forge after a sum- 
mer and autumn of repeated defeats. 
Men's' hearts grew faint and their 
al- 
legiance 
weakened. 
Conway's crafty 
words at such a moment fell on ready 
ears. 
The cabal waxed strong. 
But for a 
mere accident 
it might readily have 
ended 
by depriving 
Washington 
of 
power and of placing the command of 
the patriot armies in the hands of Gen. 
Gates. 
And with 
fussy, 
inefficient, 
cowardly old Gates at the head of the 
American 
troops 
American 
liberty 
would have 
been doomed. 
Here, 
In 
brief, is the story of the accident that 
saved our country: 
Gates' 
aid, Wilkinson, 
drank 
too 
much one night and babbled to a friend 
of the chief some of the contents 
of 
a letter from Conway 
to 
Gales 
, in 
which Conway had spoken insultingly 
of Washington. 
The story was told to 
Washington, who called Conway to ac- 
count. 
Conway 
rushed 
to Gates for 
aid, and Cates tried to get out of the 
difficulty by branding 
Wilkinson as a 
liar. 
Wilkinson 
promptly 
challenged 
Gates to a duel. 
Gates wept on Wil- 
kinson's 
shoulder 
and 
implored 
him 
to withdraw the challenge, speaking of 
himself as a feeble old man who loved 
Wilkinson like a father. 
In this way 
the frightened 
old 
general 
wriggled 
out of fighting. 
Meantime, thanks to the first hint, 
Washington 
learned 
of all Conway's 
anonymous letters and other treacher- 
ies. 
The facts were made known to 
the people. The cabal was crushed 
un- 
der a storm of public disapproval. 
But Conway was 
not to escape so 
easily. 
He was challenged 
to a duel 
by Washington's 
friend, Gea. 
Cadwal-lade- r, 
who 
proceeded 
to shoot 
him 
through the mouth. 
Conwsy, believing 
himself 
dying, 
wrote on 
more letter. 
This time to 
Washington, 
asklsg 
forgiveness 
for 
Lis villainies 
and declaring the chief 
to be a "great and good man." Tha 
he "conditionally 
resigned 
his 
com-mUio- a 
as an offlcer In the American 
service. 
Congress 
accepted 
the 
res- 
ignation, unconditionally, anl Conway 
went back to France. 
There he styled himself "Count ds 
Conway," and managed to wla an ap- 
pointment 
as governor 
of 
one 
of 
France s Oriental 
provinces. He made 
such a meas of his diplomatic 
work 
la hi 
province of ths Orient that he 
almost 
wrecked the French interests 
there. 
He returned to France and be- 
came a general 
in the royal armies. 
raring the French Revolution 
he 
was 
condemned to death. 
He 
wa3 
saved only by an appeal to Great Brit- 
ain (against which he had fought in 
the American 
Revolution), 
but 
was 
compelled to flee from France for his 
We. 
After that Conway disappeared from 
history. 
He is supposed to have died, 
about 1800 in .poverty and exile.

his school is up to standard Is a new 
device of the Illinois state school 
au- 
thorities, 
according to Information 
re 
ceived by the United States bureau of 
education. 
The 
schools 
are 
Inspected 
as 
to 
grounds, building, furnishings, heating, 
ventilation, library, water supply, sani- 
tation and qualifications of the teacher. 
If the essentials of a good school are 
found to exist a diploma is granted the 
district and a plate is placed above the 
door of the schoolhouse designating it 
as a "standard school." 
Upon 
fulfill- 
ment of certain further requirements a 
higher diploma will be issued and the 
plate will read "superior school." 
Already 
057 of the 10,532 one room 
schoolhouses 
in 
Illinois 
have earned 
the right to be called standard schools 
and to display the plate accordingly. 
This interesting device is part of a 
vigorous campaign waged by the state 
of Illinois 
in behalf of rural schools. 
Two experts on rural education. 
U. J. 
Hoffman and W. S. Booth, under the 
direction of F. G. Blair, state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, are 
de- 
voting their entire time to the country 
and village schools. 
Illinois does not merely ask that the 
schools be brought up to standard. The 
state tells how it can be done. 
In a 
bulletin sent to every teacher in the 
state the requirements for a standard 
school are set forth. 
Among the speci- 
fications are: 
An ample 
playground: 
good approaches to the school; conven- 
ient fuel 
houses: the building 
sound.

It has been well said that "for per 
fectly obvious reasons it is important 
that every city, town and village should 
do all that is possible to insure 
con- 
venience, orderliness and a certain typt 
of beauty 
In and about its railway 
ap- 
proaches." 
Much can be accomplished 
at small expense and with minimum 
labor when there is intelligent 
says the American City. 
The evolution of the railway station 
from unsightliness to a thing of beau- 
ty is almost the work of the present 
generation. 
In the early days this 
in- 
dispensable 
adjunct 
was 
constructed 
simply for use. with never a thought ol 
making it attractive. 
The railway sta- 
tion was simply a place to get on and 
off the trains scheduled to stop at that 
point. 
For years the depot of one of 
the greatest lines in this country, at a 
state capital, 
was always 
referred 
to 
as "the cow shed." 
It was a rickety 
building, which had beeu added to 
b 
piecemeal a 
necessity arose, 
unpaiut-ed- . 
with 
rough 
floor, leaky 
roof 
aud 
without a claim to comeliness. 
The spirit of improvement, 
however, 
was broudemug und. spreading over the 
land. 
Here and there the agent at a 
way station, or more probably his wife, 
added a rosebush or wisp of vegeta- 
tion or with patient irrigation 
trans 
formed the plot of scrawny, 
withered 
grass into a velvety green. 
The modern railway station not only 
serves Its original purpose, but. if prop- 
erly kept, makes a good first impres-
